A Diego Rivera portrait and a Spanish American dictionary were recently presented to the new 
Tecate, Mexico high school by her, and serve as proof of the special place set aside in her heart for the 
minority students at Sweetwater. 

Many members of the faculty recall a talented musician, cartoonist and honor student at Sweetwater 
some years ago, who is now a successful biologist in the South Seas. This is the lad's Son. 

Sweetwater students of '68-’69 recalled many happy, amusing and rewarding experiences which in¬ 
volved this teacher, in class and on field trips which she sponsored. She arrived at a breakfast a year or 
so ago, as program chairman, and had forgotten to bring the gifts she was to present. At a Spanish Club 
outing this Spring, she discovered the Easter cards she had forgotten to mail. Cake sales to raise funds for 
Spanish scholarships were always a slightly “gooey’’ and “crumby’’ mess in her room as the cakes were 
readied for sale. Her classes really enjoyed field trips to the ballet, the Art Museum, even if driving down 
to the Park with her was a different kind of experience. Hers has been a most sincere and constant cru¬ 
sade for culture, dignity, knowledge, and lovely manners. By her deep compassion for her students and her 
enthusiasm for learning, she has made a real contribution to all of us at Sweetwater.
